5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  the 
construction  of  Class  II  road  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $954.00  for  said  purpose;  or  will  accept  State  Aid 
for  the  construction  of  Class  V  road  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $755.62. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $750.00  for  the  construction  of  a 
State  Aid  bridge  on  the  Province  Road. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  close  the  fol- 
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lowing  roads,  subject  to  gates  and  bars. 

a — Willey  Road  from  Chas.  Foss  corner  to  range 
or  Lakeman  Road. 

b — Evans  Road  from  Edson  Evans  place  to  top 
.     of  Evans  Mountain  at  Chas.  Evans  place. 

c — Snackerty  Road  from  Snackerty  Meeting 
House  leading  east  to  Heirs  Corner  as  far  as 
Strafford-Barnstead  line. 

d — Canaan  Road  from  George  Leighton's  to 
Barrington  line. 

e — New  Road,  so-called,  from  W.  C.  Demerritt's 
to  Barrington  line. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  March  14,  1922,  with  regard  to 
closing  the  Johnsonboro  and  Mousam  Roads  which  was 
favorable  but  not  recorded  in  town  clerk's  records  of 
1923. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  a  2% 
discount  on  property  taxes  paid  in  full  within  30  days 
after  issuing  tax  warrant.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Strajford: 

The  schoolhouses  of  Strafford  are  in  good  repair, 
and  the  schools  are  being  well  conducted  by  experi- 
enced teachers.  Plans  should  be  made,  however,  to 
reduce  the  number  enrolled  in  the  one-room  school  at 
Bow  Lake  (which  has  had  40  pupils  this  fall)  and  at 
Crown  Point,  which  has  been  caring  for  upwards  of  30 
pupils.  To  divide  the  Bow  Lake  School  into  two  rooms 
would  give  unequal  advantages  to  pupils  in  the  differ- 
ent sections  of  the  town.  The  simplest  plan,  therefore, 
to  benefit  the  town  as  a  whole,  would  seem  to  be  to 
transport  grades  VII  and  VIII  to  form  a  Junior  High 
School  at  Austin-Cate  Academy,  where  they  would 
have  the  benefit  of  secondary  departmental  teaching, 
including  practical  arts,  or  else  to  provide  another 
building  at  the  Ridge  to  house  those  grades,  unless  the 
District  wishes  to  give  further  consideration  to  the 
proposition  for  a  centralized  school. 

According  to  the  report  of  Miss  Margaret  Mac- 
Donald,  School  Nurse,  conditions  reported  last  year  in 
respect  to  underweight  and  teeth,  have  markedly 
improved.  This  is  very  encouraging,  and  shows  what 
may  be  accomplished  by  cooperation  of  parents  and 
school  health  services.  Pupils  received  the  benefit  of 
dental  and  orthopedic  clinics,  in  the  former  of  which 
the  local  Red  Cross  gave  valuable  aid.
